ROAD WORK FOR CONVICTS. 

The suggestion that the counties 
of the state put their convicts to 
work on the roads instead of call- 
ing on the state prison commission 
to take them over, as is being done 
by many counties, is worthy of seri- 
ous consideration. 

Not only should the county au- 
thorities put these convicts to work 
on the roads, but the state high- 
way department should make use 
of them. While convict labor can- 
not be used in the paving process 
of roads, for which part of the 
money comes from federal aid 
funds, there is no reason why the 
necessary grading and other prelim- 
inary work should not be done by 
convicts. 

In lateral roads, for which fed- 
eral aid is not available, there is no 
reason why the entire labor, from 
the grading to the finished paving, 


should not be performed by the | 


State’s convicts. 

Even on government-aid roads, 
all of the necessary grading can be 
done by state and county convicts, 
confining the government contri- 
bution only to surfacing. The grad- 
ing of a highway is, in many in- 
stances, the most expensive part of 
the improvement. There is not an 
unfinished link in the government 
highway system in Georgia the 
grading of which could not be com- 
pletely finished before federal aid is 
asked. That would make the gov- 
ernment aid funds go that much 
farther. 

In addition, there is plenty of 
work to be found for the convicts 
in keeping in good condition the 
hundreds of miles of dirt roads in 
every county in the state.

ting its sale, according to figures 
compiled by the Ahrens Publishing 
Company, publishers of several hotel 
and restaurant trade magazines. 


The survey conducted by this 
publishing house reveals that 83 per 
cent of the better hotels and res- 
taurants in the beer territory took 
immediate action towards modern- 
izing or recond&tioning quarters 
long unused and that already the 
reaction has been definitely felt by 
the construction industry, by build- 
ing and decorating materials and 
equipment manufacturers, the struc- 
tural profession and by skilled 
labor of that type required for this 
type of work. 

Such an impetus has been given 
to these trades that two of the

WHAT SHOULD A THOROUGH 
EXAMINATION INCLUDE? 
What should the periodic health 

examination inciude? The reader 

who asks this question says that re- 
cently he went to his physician to 
have a thorough physical examination. 

The physician examined only his 

heart and his nose. of which the 

client complained. The entire inter- 
view took about five minutes. Now 
the reader says he would like to have 


another doctor give him a real exami- 


nation, but is afraid he will have the 
same unsatisfactory experience again, 

Some individuals are cagey when 
they consult a physician. They seem 
to think it is shrewd to give the doc- 
tor as little infcrmation as possible, 
or to answer his questions evasively, 
and so compel the beggar to find out 
for himself what is the matter—if 
he can. The doctor must be ever on 
guard when such persons consult him ; 
he may ask the patient brusquely to 
atate his chief complaint, but never, 
never. ask him what is the matter, 
for that is the time worn cue for 
the patient to restore brightly “That's 
just. what I came here to find out, 
Doctor !” 

Trouble with the correspondent, I 
suspect, is that he began by apolo- 
gizing to the*doctor for coming at all, 
a pardonable hoast of .good health, 
a that approach suggested to the 
dector that here was just another 
neurotic with some trivial trou-

I mean the general 
course of procedure in the examina- 
tions, measurements or tests the doc- 
tor makes to determine the state of 
the various organs and functions.

Text of Roosevelt’s Message 
UrgingNationsT oKeepPeace 


WASHINGTON, May 16—(AP)—The text of President Roosevelt's 
message to the heads of the nations participating in the world economic 
and disarmament conference follows: 


A profound hope of the people of 
my country impels me, as the head 
of their government, to address you 
and, through you, the people of 
your nation. This hope is that peace 
may be assured through practical 
measures of disarmament and that 
all of us may carry to victory our 
a struggle against economic 
chaos. 


To these ends the nations have 
called two great world conferences. 
The happiness, the prosperity and 
the very lives of the men, women 
and children who inhabit the whole 
world are bound up in the decisions 
which their governments will make 
in the near future. The improvement 
of social conditions, the preserva- 
tion of individual human rights, and 
the furtherance of social justice are 
dependent upon these decisions. 

The world. economic conference 
will-meet soon and must come to its 
conclusions quickly. The world can- 
not await deliberations long drawn 
out. The conférence must establish 
order in place of the present chaos 
by a stabilization of currencies, by 
freeing the flow of world trade, and 
by international action to raise price 
levels. It must, in short, supplement 
individual domestic programs for 
economic recovery, by wise and con- 
sidered international action. 


The disarmament conference has 
labored for more than a year and, 
as yet, has been unable to reach 
satisfactory conclusions. Confused 
purposes still clash danger y. Our 
‘duty, lies im the direction 6f bfinging 
practical results through concerted 
action based upon the greatest good 
to the greatest number, Before the 
imperative call of this great duty, 
petty obstacles must be swept away 
and petty aims forgotten. A selfish 
victory is always destined to be an 
ultimate defeat. The furtherance of 
durable peace for our generation in 
every part of the world is the only 
goal worthy of our best efforts. 

If we ask what are the reasons 
for armaments, which, in spite of 
the lessons and 

World War, are today a greater 
burden on the peoples of the earth 
than ever before, it becomes clear 
that they are two-fold: 

First, the desire, disclosed or hid- 
den, on the part of governments to 
enlarge their territories at the ex- 
pense of a sister nation. I believe 
that only a small minority of gov- 
ernments or of peoples harbor such 
a purpose. 

Second, the fear of nations that 
they will be invaded. I believe that 
the overwhelming majority of peoples 
feel obliged to retain excessive ar- 
maments because they fear some act 
of aggression against them and not 
because they themselves seek to be 
aggressors. 

here is justification for this fear. 
Modern weapons of offense are vast- 
ly stronger than modern weapons of 
defense. Frontier forts, trenches, 
wire entanglements, coast defenses 
—~in a word, fixed fortifications— 
are no longer impregnable toe the at- 
tack of war planes, heavy mobile ar- 
tillery, land battleships called tanks, 
and poison gas, 

If all nations will agree wholly to 
eliminate from possession and use 
the weapons which make possible a 
successful attack, defenses automat- 
ically will become impregnable, and 
the frontiers and independence of 
every nation will become secure. 


The ultimate objective of the dis- 
armament conference must be the 
complete elimination of all offensive 
weapons. The immediate objective 
is a substantial reduction of some 
of these weapons and the elimination 
of many others.
